Nittany Lions Seek 31st Straight Non-Losing Season 

Penn State in 1969 will be shooting for its $lst straight season without a losing 
record, The Nittany Lions last lost more grid games than they won in 1938, when the 
record was 3-4-1. Since then they've registered 26 straight winning seasons (1939 
through 1964), two 500 seasons (5-5) in 1965 and 1966, an 8-2 campaign in 1967 and 
then last year’s unbeaten 10-0 achievement, They’ve posted 192 regular-season victories 
against 75 defeats and 9 ties since 1938, produced unbeaten elevens in 1947 and 1968, 
won Eastern championships in 1947, 1961, 1962, 1964, 1967 and 1968, and following 
seven campaigns — 1947-59-60-61-62-67-68 — went to major bowl games. 


Lions 8th Among Nation’s Winningest Teams 


Penn State ranks eighth among the nation’s “winningest” college football teams 
over the last quarter-century, 1944 through 1968. The Nittany Lions rose from their 
I1th-place ranking of a year ago on the strength of 1968’s perfect season. 

The rankings were compiled for this brochure by Bob Hoobing, former sports 
editor of the Boston Herald and long-time Associated Press sports editor in Boston.

PROSPECTS FOR 1969 


By the time Penn State opens its 1969 season at Navy, Coach Joe Paterno hopes to 
have found replacements for eight graduating regulars who helped lead the 1968 team 
to the first 10-0 record in the history of the school, an Orange Bowl victory which made 
Penn State the nation’s only 11-0 major college team, a second-place national ranking 
and its sixth Lambert Trophy. 


The critical position problems at the end of spring drills were offensive tackle 
— where he loses Dave Bradley and John Kulka — defensive end, where he loses 
Frank Spaziani and Lincoln Lippincott, and tight end, where he loses two-time All- 
American Ted Kwalick. 


Graduating regulars also include Grange Bowl hero Bob Campbell, split end Leon 
Angevine and fullback Tom Cherry — which means the Nittany Lions lose two starters 
from their standout defensive unit and six starters from the offensive eleven, 


The likely strong points are quarterbacking, running backs, middle of the offensive 
line, wide receivers, the overall defense (IF it recaptures the incentive it had in 68 but 
which was lacking in spring practice) and the kicking game. 


In all, State loses 14 lettermen from last year's squad. Included among the 38 
returning lettermen from 1968 (plus one, Wally Cirafesi, who lettered in 67) 
are one All-American, linebacker Dennis Onkotz, and three who made first team All- 
East and were named to several All-America second teams and honorable mention lists 
— defensive tackles Mike Reid and Steve Smear and halfback Charlie Pittman, the 
team’s leading scorer and rusher last season, 


As spring drills ended, Paterno felt better about defensive end than about his 
other problem spots. The top contenders are erstwhile tackle John Ebersole, former 
linebackers Dave Rakiecki, newcomers Craig Lyle, Bruce Kordic (who missed most of 
spring drills following knee surgery), and John Aumiller, plus Doug McArthur, Ed 
Stofko and George Kulka, all of whom lettered in reserve roles last year. 


“I feel much better about defensive end now than I did when spring practice 
began,” Paterno said. “In fact, I’m quite sure we could be fairly strong there if we 
continue to improve in the fall as we did last spring. If this happens, we may switch 
McArthur to defensive tackle.” 


Two-time letterman Tom Jackson, switched from guard, appears to have at least 
partially solved one offensive tackle spot, with lettermen Vic Surma, Dan Mercinko 
and Ron Pavlechko and newcomer Dave Joyner battling for the other job. Pavlechko 
lettered as a No. 2 center last year. 


Jim McCord, a reserve linebacker last year, and Wayne Munson, up from the 
freshman team, were the leading tight end contenders throughout spring drills. They'll 
get stiff competition this fall if Paterno proceeds wtih his plan of switching two-time 
letterman Pete Johnson to that position from linebacker. 


“Right now we appear to be only adequate at offensive tackle and tight end,” 
Paterno said. “I doubt that we can be nearly as good there as we were last year — 
at least not early in the season.” 


On the plus side: 


® Veterans Chuck Burkhart and Mike 
Cooper give State solid quarterbacking 
with promising newcomer Bob Parsons (a 
fine punter) backing them up. 

® All-America hopeful Pittman, whose 
14 touchdowns set a single-season State 
record last year, heads a corps of fine 
running backs that includes lettermen 
Gary Deuel, Joel Ramich and Charlie Wil- 
son at halfback and lettermen Don Abbey 
and Fran Ganter at fullback. Standouts 
moving up from the ’68 frosh squad ap- 
pear to be halfback Lydell Mitchell and 
fullbacks Franco Harris and Ed Plachecki. 


® Split End Greg Edmonds, voted the 
most improved player in spring drills, re- 
turns to lead a group of potentially talent- 
ed wide receivers. Behind him are former 
quarterback Wally Cirafesi and former 
running back Charlie Adams. 


® The defense, one of the nation’s best 
last year, returns nine starters, ‘Those 


nine include Mike Reid and Steve Smear, 
probably the two best defensive tackles 
on any one team in the country; lineback- 
ers Onkotz, Jam Ham (State's punt-block- 
ing specialist), Jim Kates (perhaps the na- 
tion’s most underrated linebacker) and 
Gary Hull; and a ball-hawking secondary 
of halfbacks Mike Smith and Paul John- 
son, and safety Neal Smith, a trio which 
intercepted 25 passes last year, topped 
by Neal’s eight. Veterans George Landis 
and Terry Stump and sophomores-to-be 
Stan Baran, Charlie Mesko and Eric Bass 
give the Lions good depth in the secon- 
dary. 

@ And while there is concern over some 
parts of the offensive line, there is scarce- 
ly any in the middle of that unit, where 
Paterno feels he has two fine guards in 
Charlie Zapiec and Bob Holuba and a 
standout center in Warren Koegel. All 
will be juniors and Zapiec and Koegel 
started as sophomores. 


Some of Paterno’s thoughts on ‘69: 

“If we don’t come back in the fall with a little more intensity and enthusiasm 
than we showed in the spring — the same high degree of intensity and enthusiasm 
we had last year — we'll haye a real job on our hands getting ready.” 

* 


“There is no reason we couldn’t have as good a team as last year, but that doesn’t 
necessarily mean the record will be as good. It takes breaks as well as skill to have 


the kind of record we had in 1968.” 


* * * * 
‘Defensively, we could be outstanding if we avoid injuries — if we recapture 
that incentive and intensity that was lacking in spring practice — and if the ends 


play as well as they indicated they could by the end of spring drills.” 
* * * * * 


“Until we develop the kind of tackle play we had in the last few years, our offense 


probably won’t be as steady or consistent — at least not early in the season — but 
because of our good running, passing and receiving we could come up with more big 
plays and we may have to rely slightly more on a passing game. One of the major 
differences between this offense and those of the past few years is the lack of real big 
tackles such as Rich Buzin, Dave Bradley and Bill Lenkaitis.” 

* * * * * 

“This could be our smallest overall offensive line since I’ve been at Penn State. 
Center Warren Koegel (6-4, 240) is the only really BIG man. We’ll be slightly bigger 
on defense, but by anyone’s standards, and in our type of competition, this is a 
small football team. Hopefully, however, it’ll be a quick one.” 

* * * * * 

“To succeed next season we'll have to come off the ball well on offense, we'll have 
to do things well downfield, and we must take advantage of the big play. The big 
play was a defensive trademark for us last year. Now we must do it on offense.”

About the System 


The Nittany Lions will continue to play a multiple offense in 1969, with emphasis 
on the wing-T. Featured will be a wide variety of formations from which the objectives 
are an attempt to develop balance between effective inside and outside running attacks, 
and consistent passing. 

Defensively, the Lions usually will operate with a four-man line, four linebackers 
(one of whom may be a rover at times), and a deep secondary of two halfbacks and 
a safety. 


SPRING GAME 


Halfback Lydell Mitchell, the top runner on Penn State's 1968 freshman team, 
scored three touchdowns and rushed for 51 yards in 18 carries in pacing the White 
team to a 31-14 victory before a record crowd of 19,000 in the Nittany Lions’ annual 
Blue-White game. 


Mitchell’s performance set the tone for the day, as sophomores-to-be scored 37 
of the 45 total points registered in the game. 

The only points scored by upperclassmen were a fourth-quarter touchdown by 
halfback Joel Ramich for the White team and a two-point conversion catch by split 
end Greg Edmonds for the Blue team, Both will be juniors this fall. 

Sophomore fullback Franco Harris gave the Blues an carly lead with a four-yard 
TD burst in the first quarter, but then Mitchell ripped off three touchdowns in suc- 
cession — a five-yarder in the second quarter, a six-yarder in the third quarter and 
a 48 yard pass-run play with quarterback Bob Parsons (another sophomore-to-be) on 
the final play of the third quarter. Mitchell ran his scoring total to 20 points by 
catching a two-point conversion pass thrown by quarterback Mike Cooper after Ram- 
ich’s fourth quarter touchdown. 

The Blue team’s second touchdown — midway in the fourth quarter — was a 
seven yard run by another sophomore: halfback Ed Plachecki. "That score was set up 
by a 37 yard pass from Chuck Burkhart to Greg Edmonds, who led all receivers with 
nine receptions for 167 yards. 

Despite Mitchell's one-man heroics, top rushing honors went to White teammate 
Ramich, who gained 101 yards in 21 carries. 

Burkhart quarterbacked the Blues, hitting eight of 12 passes for 122. yards and 
Cooper directed the Whites, completing five of 12 for 56 yards. Parsons, who took 
turns quarterbacking each team, totaled 147 yards on 11 for 21 — hitting 10 for 20 
and 99 yards for the Blues and one for 48 yards for the Whites. 


Coach Joe Paterno, who divided his leading players evenly throughout both 
squads, said that “overall it was a good scrimmage,” although he was concerned that 
“little things” kept going wrong. One of these was timing. Paterno said he was par- 
ticularly pleased with his quarterbacks and running backs and with his receivers. 

One of those receivers — split end Edmonds — received State’s annual award as 
the most improved player in spring practice. 


Joe Paterno on spring practice: “It was not really an outstanding spring practice 
in that some of our older players looked bored — they didn’t seem to have 
the incentive, the intensity, the aggressiveness as they had before and as a 
result the practices weren't as spirited as we've had in the past few years. This 
was particularly true of the defensive unit. This. could be the result of a 
long season last year and then turning right around and going into spring 
practice. All in all, we didn’t accomplish as much as I had hoped. Of our 
three critical position problems — tight end, offensive tackle and defensive 
end — we probably came closest to solving the defensive end problem, but 
the situation is still somewhat uncertain, We made some progress at tight 
end and tackle but no one progressed enough at either position to case our 
concern.

Penn State’s Head Football Coach 


When Joe Paterno decided last January 
to turn down a lucrative offer to become 
a professional coach, he revealed some 
stimulating philosophy on what the col- 
lege game and Penn State meant to him. 

The decision, he said, was based on sev- 
eral factors — “my genuine love for a 
great University . the relationship of 
a college coach with fine young men at 
such a vital stage of their lives . . . my 
personal goal of giving Penn State the 
best of big-time football within the frame- 
work of sound academic and financial pol- 
icies and my deep belief that football can 
and should be fun and make a strong 
contribution to higher education.” 

It was this philosophy that helped make 
him college football's “Coach of the Year” 
in 1968 and led the Nittany Lions to the 
greatest season in their history, And it's 
also this philosophy that will take Penn 
State into 1969 riding a 19-game unbeaten 
streak, 

Paterno, who brings to coaching quali- 
ties of intellect and integrity, likes to talk 
about football at Penn State as the “Grand 
Experiment.” 

“We want our players to enjoy football,” 
he says. “We want them to enjoy college. 
We want them to learn about art and 
literature and music and all the other 
things college has to offer. College should 
be a great time. It is the only time a 
person is really free. We don’t want them 
just tied to a football program.” 

And that’s the way Paterno recruits, 
There are no wild promises or empty 
guarantees. There is no red shirting or 
lowering of admission standards. It’s made 
clear early in a player’s career that edu- 
cation and academic scholarship are para- 
mount, 

This experiment is Paterno’s dream of 
being able to build great football teams 
without making concessions in vital areas 
of academic quality. 

Paterno also senses his place in Penn 
State’s football history. 

“We are all part of a great tradition,” 
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he says, “a winning tradition started 27 
years ago by Coach Bob Higgins and con- 
tinued under Rip Engle. We have a great 
responsibility to carry on this tradition.” 

He says Penn State “doesn’t have a goal 
to be No. | in the country,” but adds “as 
long as we continue to play good football 
we're going to be ranked in the polls.” 

He adds: “I hope we can go to a bowl 
every year because it gives us a chance to 
show people what we have on a national 
level.” 

Paterno has come quite a distance since 
1949 when he was a skinny-legged quarter- 
back at Brown whose play caused the late 
Stanley Woodward to write: 

“He can’t run and he can’t pass. All he 
can do is think—and win.” 

But at Brown he quarterbacked two of 
Rip Engle’s best teams (7-2 in 48 and 8-1 
in 49) and also played varsity basketball. 

Paterno, however, almost missed his 
calling to the coaching profession, follow- 
ing his graduation from Brown in 1950 
with a degree in English Literature. 


“T had planned a career in law, or per- 
haps even politics,” Paterno explains, “un- 
til Rip told me he had taken the Penn 
State job and asked if I would go along 
and coach the offensive backs.” 

Joe decided to give it a brief try, “just to 
broaden my experience before going to 
law school.” He had been accepted by 
the Boston University Law School. 

That was 19 years ago. 

“I grew to love Penn State so much 
that after two or three years with Rip I 
dreamed about nothing other than be- 
coming its head coach someday,” said Pa- 
terno. “It’s the only job I ever really want- 
ed in coaching.” 

During his 16 years as Engle’s assistant 
he achieved national recognition for his 
development of quarterbacks like All- 
American Richie Lucas, Milt Plum, Al 
Jacks, Tony Rados, Dick Hoak, Galen 
Hall, Pete Liske, and Tom Sherman. 

Born in Brooklyn, Dec. 21, 1926, Paterno 
attended Brooklyn Preparatory School 
(Class of °45), where he played in the 
same backfield with his brother George, 
now an assistant coach at Michigan State. 

In his senior year at Brooklyn Prep, 
Joe was the star of an 8-1 team whose only 
defeat was to St. Cecilia’s of Englewood, 
N.J., a powerhouse coached by Vince Lom- 
bardi. 

Paterno was in the Army in 1945 and 


1946, serving part of his tour of duty with 
the Army of Occupation in Korea. He 
entered Brown following his military dis- 
charge. 

Joe married the former Suzanne Pohl- 
and of Latrobe, Pa., in 1962. She's a Penn 
State graduate, Class of 1961. They have 
two daughters, Diana Lynne (born 4-7-63) 
and Mary Kathryn (b. 1-13-65) and two 
sons, David (b. 7-1-66) and Joseph Jr. (b. 
10-21-68) . 

A man with a sharp sense of humor and 
wit, Paterno loves lively discussions on a 
wide range of topics — especially politics, 
current events, history, and, of course, 
sports, 

The most exciting aspect of coaching? 


“The day in and day out work with 
young men,” Paterno says. “You work 
with them, work with them and work 
with them — they have confidence in you 
and you in them, and all of a sudden on a 
Saturday afternoon you look up and there 
are 40,000 people and your players wonder 
whether they can do the job and you won- 
der if you’ve been able to get the job 
across to them. Then the whistle blows 
and you're in the middle of things. It’s 
great excitment — a great feeling of pride 
when the players and coaches get the job 
done. Of course, you're frustrated when 
you don’t, but this part too is exciting— 
and part of the whole thing.”

Assistant varsity coach and head freshman coach at 
Penn State since 1946, Earl Bruce is an alumnus of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson College where he was a back. Pre- 
viously, Bruce had played three sports at California (Pa.) 
State Teachers College (now California State College). 

Bruce began his coaching career at Bell Township 
High School (Pa.) where he compiled a 42-22-8 record in 
cight seasons (1929-36) as head coach. 

He moved to Brownsville (Pa.) High School as an 
assistant from 1937 through 1940. He was head coach 
from 1941 through 1945. 

For five years as head coach at Brownsville, Bruce 
compiled a record of 35 victories, 10 defeats, and five tics. His 1943 team, which posted 
a perfect 10-0 record, won the WPIAL championship as well as the Big Six and Fayette 
County crowns. From 1947 through 1949, he coachd at California (Pa.) State where he 
posted an overall record of 27 wins and six losses.

A Team Called “Togetherness” 


The game was over and Charlie Pittman had just completed another great after- 
noon gaining 93 yards and scoring a key touchdown in Penn State's 28-24 conquest of 
Army. 

Yet as he boarded the bus back to the locker room, Pittman’s thoughts were not 
on Charlie Pittman. They were on someone else as he beamed to coach Joe Paterno: 

“Wasn't it great to have Bobby Campbell back in the lineup?” 

And while Pittman talked of Bobby Campbell, who had scored two touchdowns 
and gained 104 yards after a month-long layoff because of injuries, Campbell talked 
about defensive stars Mike Reid and Steve Smear. 

That’s how it was at Penn State in 1968 — “The Year of the Lion.” 

Everybody talked about everybody else. Ask Reid and Smear what made them 
perhaps the best defensive tackle tandem ever assembled in college football and they 
satrted telling you about the “Rover Boys” like Jim Kates, Denny Onkotz or Jack Ham 
at linebacker, 

Ask Ham how he managed to block three punts in one season — a feat entire 
teams seldom accomplish — and he told you about Mike Reid and Steve Smear. 

Backs talked about linemen like John Kulka, Dave Bradley and Charlie Zapiec; 
linemen talked about ends like Ted Kwalick and Leon Angevine; and ends talked 
about backs like Charlie Pittman, Bob Campbell and Chuck Burkhart. 

Paterno summed it up best when he said college football is a game of “we” and 
“us” rather than “I” and “me.” 

For that’s what the Nittany Lions were in 1968, giving Penn State its first undefeat- 
ed, untied season since 1947, and its first 10-0 season in history, a 15-14 Orange 
Bowl victory over Kansas and the only 11-0 record in the nation. 

In the process they captured their second straight Lambert Trophy, emblematic of 
Eastern football supremacy, and were ranked second by Associated Press in its final 
poll and third by United Press International. 

As usual on a team like Penn State, cach game had its heroes — some sung, others 
unsung. 

There was Campbell who wound up his varsity career before the home fans with 
239 yards in rushing against the nation’s second best defense, Syracuse. The perform- 
ance included an 87-yard touchdown run representing the longest run ever from scrim- 
mage by a Penn State player. But there was fullback Don Abbey too, who threw the 
downfield block that sprang Campbell for the record, and whose blocking all afternoon 
was instrumental in State’s 422 yards total offense. 

There was Ted Kwalick, everybody's All-American tight end, who came up with 
the play of the season when the chips were down, picking up an onside kick and 
rambling 53 yards for a touchdown in the waning minutes of play to seal the Army 
victory. But there was also offensive guard Charlie Zapiec, a sophomore, who recov- 
ered yet another onside kick in the last seconds enabling Penn State to run out the 
clock against the surging Cadets. 

And there was defensive halfback Paul Johnson who returned a punt 52 yards 
for a touchdown at the beginning of the fourth quarter of Penn State’s opening game 
against Navy — racing down the sidelines while the band was still playing the Nittany 
Lion alma mater. 

Yes, there were many heroes on the 1968 Penn State team. Pittman set a record 
for touchdowns in one scason with 14, including three against Miami. He also gained 
over 100 yards in four different games. Chuck Burkhart, the quiet man of the Lions, 
under extreme pressure in his first year as a starting quarterback, went about his job 
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without the headlines, but doing his job nonetheless, completing the big passes when 
they were needed most and going five straight games in mid-season without an inter- 
ception, 

There was the defense too — “gung-ho” is what most observers called it — which 
set up or scored 145 of Penn State’s 339 points, recovering 17 fumbles and intercepting 
25 enemy passes. 

Before the 1968 season got underway, Paterno’s prime fear was lack of depth. 
“We won't be able to count on the newcomers early, because injuries prevented us 
from getting a good look at some of the sophomores in the spring,” he said. “With 
our schedule, I worry about our depth — our ability to stand up over the long haul.” 

But just like in 1967 when the Lions lost two games by a total of three points, 
the sophomores came to the rescue. Warren Koegel and Charlie Zapiec cracked the 
starting lineup at center and guard. And players like Greg Edmonds, Charlie Wilson, 
Gary Deuel, and Jocl Ramich provided much needed back up when injuries hit the 
Nittany Lions in mid-season. 

“You have to have a happy family to go 11-0,” Paterno said in recapping the 1968 
season. “And that’s what we had. They had a great feeling for cach other, a deep 
respect. There was a sense of wanting to do something big, a sense of history about 
them. They worked hard, and when they were tired, they fought it. 

“Was this a great team? Should it have been ranked No. 1? Well, it had great 
talent — great attitude — great leaders — and all the other things a great team must 
have. I know this — it would have taken a great team to beat us.”

Game-By-Game Summaries For 1968 


Penn State 31, Navy 6 


University Park, Pa., Sept. 21 — Halfback Charlie Pittman and a_ ball-hawking 
defense that gave Penn State all the offense it needed powered the Nittany Lions to 
a 31-6 football victory over Navy today. Pittman exploded for a dazzling 57-yard touch- 
down run in the second quarter that broke up what had been a tight game. The de- 
fense pressured the Navy offense all afternoon, coming up with five pass interceptions 
and four fumble recoveries to put the rest of the Nittany Lion points on the score: 
board. But it was defensive halfback Paul Johnson who provided the biggest thrill. 
With the band still playing the Nittany Lion alma mater from between quarters, 
Johnson opened the fourth period by stealing a Navy punt right out of teammate 
Denny Onkotz’s arms and racing 52 yards for a touchdown, Rusty Garthwaite also 
Kicked a 20-yard ficld goal for the Penn State cause. Only after Coach Joe Paterno 
put in the reserves did Navy score. 


Penn State 25, Kansas State 9 


University Park, Pa., Sept. 28 — Penn State's touchdown twins Bobby Campbell 
and Charlie Pittman wore down the opposition today, gaining 218 yards and scoring 
two touchdowns to spark the Nittany Lions to a come-from-behind 25-9 victory over 
Kansas State. The visitors jumped to a 3-0, then a 9-7 lead at halftime before State 
turned on the real power. Campbell, who gained 112 yards in 18 carries, scored on a 
three yard burst over the right side of the line, and Pittman, with 106 yards in 25 
carries, dashed five yards for another Nittany Lion score, giving Penn State a lead 
they never relinquished, Penn State put the game on ice on a two-yard plunge by 
fullback ‘Tom Cherry in the third quarter and a 25-yard touchdown pass from quarter- 
back Chuck Burkhart to Leon Angevine in the fourth quarter. Penn State’s defense 
held the spunky Kansas State eleven to just 28 yards in rushing and threw the two 
KSU quarterbacks for 25 yards in losses. ‘The victory was costly however, as Campbell 
left the game in the second half with a shoulder separation. At the time, coach Joe 
Paterno felt he might be lost for the season. 


Penn State 31, West Virginia 20 


Morgantown, W. Va., Oct. 5 — All-America linebacker Denny Onkotz, intercept- 
ing his 10th pass in 13 games, shut the door on fired-up West Virginia today, racing 
nine yards for a touchdown to seal a 31-20 triumph for Penn State’s Nittany Lions. 
Onkot#’s interception came in the final quarter just minutes after Rusty Garthwaite had 
booted a 25-yard field goal to make the score 24-14 in what was still anybody's game. 
The stubborn Mountaineers bent under Penn State’s opening 73-yard drive, but then 
roared back to a 14-7 lead behind the passing of sophomore quarterback Mike Sher- 
wood, A 2l-yard pass from quarterback Chuck Burkhart to halfback Charlie Wilson, 
replacing the injured Bobby Campbell, brought the Lions to a 14-14 tie at halftime. 
Charlie Pittman, who gained 127 yards in 25 carries, crashed over from the one for 
State’s third score, climaxing a 78-yard drive in 12 plays. All-America tight end ‘Ted 
Kwalick gave Penn State its first touchdown on a one-yard end around play. Once 
again Penn State’s defense came up with the big plays, intercepting two West Virginia 
passes and recovering a fumble. 
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Penn State 21, UCLA 6 

Los Angeles, Calif., Oct. 12 — It seemed like poetic justice today as a blocked 
punt resulted in a 36-yard touchdown run by linebacker Jim Kates, launching Penn 
State’s Nittany Lions on their way to a 21-6 football victory over UCLA. The punt 
was blocked by fellow linebacker Jack Ham and scooped up by Kates on the run at 
the Bruin 36 from where he dashed to the end zone untouched, giving Penn State a 7-0 
lead. Ironically, it had been a blocked punt by UCLA that proved the 17-15 downfall 
of the Nittany Lions when the two teams met in 1967 at a time when UCLA was 
nationally ranked and Penn State the underdog, The Lions put the game on ice in 
the third quarter with an electrifying 76-yard pass play from quarterback Chuck Burk- 
hart to fullback Tom Cherry. Cherry caught the ball on his own 30 and dashed down 
the right sideline for the touchdown. The Lions added an insurance touchdown in 
the fourth quarter on a 10-yard sprint by halfback Charlie Pittman. Meanwhile, the 
Nittany Lion defense intercepted two passes, recovered a UCLA fumble and_ tossed 
Bruin quarterbacks for 26 yards in losses. Pittman gained $4 yards in 24 carries for 
the Lions, marking the first time this season he did not go over the 100 yard mark. 
All-America tight end Ted Kwalick caught five passes for 50 yards, while Burkhart 
hit on 10 of 19 for 158 yards. UCLA’s lone score came in the second quarter on a 
pass from Jim Nader to Mike Garrett climaxing a 43 yard drive in 13 plays. 


Penn State 29, Boston College 0 


Chestnut Hill, Mass., Oct. 26 — Penn State, after a somewhat sluggish start follow- 
ing an open date, exploded to life in the second quarter today behind the pass catching 
of Ted Kwalick to score 17 points and surge to a 29-0 triumph over Boston College. 
Kwalick, the Nittany Lions’ All-America tight end, snared five passes from quarterback 
Charlie Burkhart, including one for 31 yards and a touchdown, as Penn State scored three 
times within the span of five minutes. Kwalick also caught passes of five, 15, and 16 
yards, and was on the receiving end of a two-point conversion pass after State’s second 
touchdown. Playing without the services of halfback Bobby Campbell, Charlie Pitt- 
man carried the brunt of the running attack, moving for 89 yards in 16 carries. Full- 
back ‘Tom Cherry scored two touchdowns on sprints of I] and eight yards, reserves 
Mike Cooper and Tim Horst hooked up on a nine-yard touchdown pass and Rusty 
Garthwaite booted a 29-yard field goal to account for all of Penn State’s scoring. De- 
fensively, the Lions once again picked off four Boston College passes, recovered a fum- 
ble and blocked a punt.

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Penn State 28, Army 24 

University Park, Pa., Nov. 2 — Penn State’s opportunistic Nittany Lions turned 
an onside kick into a heart-stopping 53-yard touchdown run by Ted Kwalick today to 
preserve a 28-24 victory over Army. Kwalick’s return highlighted a free-scoring fourth 
quarter that saw one field goal and four touchdowns, three in the space of less than a 
minute and a half. But the big news for Nittany Lion fans was the comeback of half- 
back Bobby Campbell who had been out of action since September 28 with a shoulder 
separation. Campbell gained 104 yards in 17 carries, returned a kickoff for 24 yards, 
and scored two touchdowns, including Penn State’s next to last on a two-yard burst 
over tackle. Breaks and Penn State’s ability to capitalize on them played a key role in 
the victory. A bad snap from center which sailed over the head of Army punter 
Charlie Jarvis in the first quarter gave the Lions two points on a safety. Then in the 
fourth quarter, an attempted Penn State field goal turned into a touchdown when an 
Army player accidentally touched the short kick at his own two-yard line and the 
Lions recovered. Campbell blasted over three plays later, making the score 22-10. Penn 
State’s Mike Reid also blocked a field goal attempt by the Cadets, stopping an Army 
threat when the game was tight.

Penn State 22, Miami 7 


University Park, Pa., Nov. 9 — A relentless second half running attack combined 
with a ball-hawking defense that kept coming up with the big plays powered Penn 
State to a come-from-behind 22-7 football victory over Miami today. Stunned in the 
first quarter on a 78-yard touchdown pass from quarterback Dave Olivo to Ray Bellamy, 
the Nittany Lions went to the ground, grinding out 198 yards and three touchdowns 
in the second half to protect their undefeated season and national ranking. Halfbacks 
Charlie Pittman and Bobby Campbell led the second half surge with 208 yards be- 
tween them. Pittman scored all three touchdowns on spurts of one, three and one 
yards, But it was the defense that gave the offense the ball when they needed it most, 
intercepting three passes, recovering two Hurricane fumbles, and blocking a Miami 
punt to set up the scores. The blocked punt was the third of the year for linebacker 
Jack Ham, Earlier the same Jack Ham recovered a Miami fumble to set up a 22-yard 
Penn State’s defense also limited Miami to 32 yards in rushing, forcing the Hurri- 
canes to the air and giving the Lion secondary more shots at the interception. 
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Penn State 57, Maryland 13 


College Park, Md., Noy. 16 — Penn State put it all together today, combining an 
awesome offense with its do-everything defense to completely demolish Maryland 
57-13. The Lions, led by the running of halfbacks Bobby Campbell and Charlie Pitt- 
man, and the pass-catching of All-America end Ted Kwalick, amassed a total offense 
of 475 yards. Meanwhile, the defense intercepted two passes, recovered two fumbles, 
and blocked a punt to account for or set up scores. One of the interceptions was by 
tackle Steve Smear who rambled 40 yards for State’s opening touchdown. Pittman and 
reserve halfback Gary Deuel scored two touchdowns each; Campbell, Joel Ramich, and 
fullback Don Abbey, added one apiece. Kwalick snared five passes for 56 yards. It was 
the highest point total yielded by Maryland since 1917. 


Penn State 65, Pitt 9 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 23 — Penn State scored the first 10 times it had the ball 
today, including one touchdown on a fake field goal attempt, to smother Pitt 65-9 in 
one of the most lopsided games since the two teams began their rivalry back in the 
19th century, Halfback Charlie Pittman scored three touchdowns and Bobby Camp- 
bell gained 104 yards as the awesome Nittany Lions rolled up 618 yards in total offense 
while holding the hapless Panthers to minus 17 in rushing. Defensive back Mike Smith 
intercepted two passes and scored on a fake field goal attempt from the 14 to break 
the back of Pitt's brief resistance in the first half. Pittman’s three touchdowns in the 
35-point second quarter gave him 13 for the season, tying him with Lenny Moore's 
single-season record, Quarterback Chuck Burkhart also was impressive for the second 
week in a row, completing 7 of 10 passes for 143 yards, including a 63-yard scoring 
bomb to tight end ‘Ted Kwalick. Kwalick snared five passes in all for 121 yards before 
leaving the lineup with the rest of the first unit early in the third period. Penn State’s 
other scores came on touchdown runs of one and four yards by fullback Don Abbey, 
a one-yard burst by Fran Ganter, a 19-yard pass from quarterback Mike Cooper to 
Tim Horst, and a 23-yard field goal by Rusty Garthwaite. 


Penn State 30, Syracuse 12 

University Park, Pa., Dec. 7 — Records fell like rain today as Penn State swamped 
arch-rival Syracuse 30-12 to finish its first undefeated, untied football season since 1947. 
The bowl-bound Nittany Lions, led by halfback Bobby Campbell playing his final 
game before the home crowd, put together 422 yards in total offense to completely 
overpower Syracuse which had gone into the contest ranked Number Two in defense. 
In the first quarter alone, even with two pass interceptions and three 15-yard penalties 
against them, the Lions scored 14 points and gained 208 yards. One of the new records 
was an 87-yard touchdown run by Campbell in the second quarter representing the 
longest run ever from scrimmage by a Penn State player. Campbell couldn't have 
written a more brilliant swan-song to his regular varsity career, gaining 239 yards in 
rushing and snaring three passes for another 20, He scored a second touchdown in the 
third quarter on a 19-yard burst and came within 12 yards of a new Penn State record 
for rushing in a single game. Campbell’s running mate, Charlie Pittman, also hit the 
record books with the most touchdowns in one season, scoring his 14th on a 27-yard 
dash that gave the Lions a 14-0 lead. The score eclipsed the old mark of 13 shared 
by Pittman’s high school idol, Lenny Moore, and three other Nittany Lions dating back 
to 1907, Other records set included new season marks for total offense (4,025 yards) 
and rushing (2,739 yards). The victory made the 1968 Lions the first Penn State team 
in history to win 10 games in one season.

ORANGE BOWL 


Penn State 15, Kansas 14 

Miami, Fla., Jan. 1 — Penn State achieved perhaps the most dramatic victory in 
its history this Miami night in the Orange Bowl. In the final 76 delirious seconds of 
the game the Nittany Lions transformed what appeared to be a routine Kansas victory 
into an incredible 15-14 Penn State wiumph that was the climactic stage of an 11-0 
season. The contest began to turn into a legend in the last two minutes when tackle 
Mike Reid dropped Bobby Douglass for 13 yards in losses on the second and third 
downs of Kansas’ final offensive series, presenting Penn State with one last opportunity 
from the 50 with 1:16 left. Chuck Burkhart lofted a pass that Bobby Campbell grabbed 
and carried 47 yards to the Kansas three. And after fullback Tom Cherry tried the 
middle of the Jayhawk line twice, Burkhart carried around his left end for the touch- 
down, deciding at the final instant not to give the ball to Pittman on a scissors. Burk- 
harv’s aerial attempt to win the game with a two-point conversion went incomplete 
to Campbell but Kansas had 12 men on the field and the Lions had another shot from 
the one and a half yard line. This time Burkhart jammed the ball into Campbell's 
arms and Boby brought it home. Kansas scored first in the game after Penn State's 
first three attempts to move the ball ended in two interceptions and a fumble. ‘The 
second interception, by Kansas’ linebacker Pat Hutchins, ignited the nine-play drive 
that produced the Jayhawks’ 7-0 first quarter lead. Charlie Pittman tied it by knifing 
13 yards off left tackle carly in the second period, but Kansas scored what scemed to 
be the decisive touchdown in the first two and a half minutes of the fourth quarter 
when John Riggins plowed into the end zone from the one. Donnie Shanklin, how- 
ever, set up that touchdown when he tore 40 yards with a punt before Pittman could 
stop him on the Penn State seven. The Nittany Lion attack for the next Il minutes 
consisted of one first down and three punts while Kansas was provoking some second- 
guessing by passing up an opportunity at a victory-clinching field goal from the Penn 
State five-yard line only to turn over the ball when Riggins failed to get a yard on 
fourth down, All of which, however, helped make it a classic.

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THIRD PERFECT SEASON — FIRST TO WIN 10 


The 1968 Nittany Lion team is the first in Penn State history to win 10 games and 
only the third to win all of its games — the fourth, actually, if you were to count 
the two victories in the two-game schedule of 1887. 

‘The other “perfect” teams which played a full schedule were the 1912 and 1947 
aggregations, under coaches Bill Hollenback and Bob Higgins respectively. 

Paced by Eugene “Shorty” Miller and Pete Mauthe, the 1912 team defeated Car- 
negie Tech, Washington and Jefferson, Cornell, Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, Villanova, 
Ohio State and Pitt and gave up only one touchdown all season — that to Cornell. 

All-America guard Steve Suhey (who later married coach Higgins’ daughter Ginger) 
led the 1947 team to a 9-0 record with wins over Washington State, Bucknell, Fordham, 
Syracuse, West Virginia, Colgate, Temple, Navy and Pitt. That team tied S.M.U., 
13-13, in the Cotton Bowl. 

The only Lion team to win as many as nine games since the unbeaten '47 team was 
the 1962 squad which finished 9-1, with the lone loss a 9-6 setback to Army in the 
fourth game of the season.

EASTERN - NATIONAL RANKING 


The Lambert Trophy, symbolic of Eastern football supremacy, has been awarded 
six times to Penn State — in 1947, when the Lions were unbeaten and untied in nine 
games and later played a 13-13 tie with $.M.U. in the Cotton Bowl; in 1961, when they 
posted a 7-3 record and then defeated Georgia Tech in the Gator Bowl; in 1962, when 
they compiled a 9-1 record before losing to Florida in the Gator Bowl; in 1964, when 
they won six of their last seven (the last five in a row) to finish with a 6-4 record; in 
1967, when they finished 8-2 and tied Florida State in the Gator Bowl; and 1968, when 
they were 10-0 during the regular season and then defeated Kansas in the Orange 
Bowl to become the nation’s only 11-0 team, 

The 1947, 1962, 1967 and 1968 teams are the only Lion teams that have ranked in 
the Associated Press final top ten poll which was started in 1936. The 1947 team was 
ranked fourth, the 1962 team placed ninth, the 1967 team tenth, and the 1968 team was 
second. 

United Press International, which began its rating system in 1950, voted Penn 
State’s 1959 team tenth, ranked the 1962 team ninth, the 1967 team eleventh, and the 
1968 team third. (Note: AP released its final '68 ratings after the bowls, UPI before the 
bowls.)

Penn State, which played its home games from 1909 through 1959 in 30,000- 
capacity Beaver Ficld on center campus, moved into a 46,284-capacity all steel stadium 
in 1960. An additional 2,000 seats were added during the past year, bringing the present 
capacity to 48,284. Beaver Stadium is a unique assembly of something old and some- 
thing new. The old stadium was dismantled after the 1959 season and moved in 700 
pieces a mile and a half to the new cast-campus location. It was reassembled beneath 
the new superstructure — and now towers 70 rows high on each side, from goal line 
to goal line. The closed end of the horseshoe remains as it was, 35 rows high. Steel 
men say it is the largest all-steel stadium in the country, and siete in the world. 
There are 48,284 permanent seats (with 30,284 between the goal lines), and room for 
approximately 2,000 temporary bleacher seats in the open end of the horseshoe. The 
stadium is named for General James A. Beaver, a former Pennsylvania governor who 
served for many years as president of the Penn State Board of ‘Trustees. There is 
ample parking space.

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The Pennsylvania State University 


The Pennsylvania State University was 
chartered in 1855 as one of the pioneer 
institutions in a beginning national move- 
ment to offer higher education to all class- 
es of society. 

By 1862, when Abraham Lincoln signed 
the land grant act “to promote the liberal 
and practical education of the industrial 
classes,” Penn State had already awarded 
its first Bachelor of Scientific Agriculture 
degrees. In 1863, it was designated as the 
land grant college of Pennsylvania by the 
State Legislature. 


From humble beginnings, the Univer- 
sity has grown to be the fourteenth larg- 
est in the nation with a student body of 
more than 38,000 and a faculty of some 
2,900 members. The University has award- 
ed more than 121,000 degrees, and it ranks 
among the first 25 institutions in the 
country in the production of doctorates. 
It is second in the production of doctor- 
ates in the earth sciences, cighth in chem- 
istry, eighth in education, and twelfth in 
physics and astronomy. 

The University currently offers bache- 
lor’s degrees in 112 separate fields, Mas- 
ter’s degrees are available in 114 fields, 
and doctorates in 88 fields. 


A distinctive feature of Penn State is a 
system of 19 Commonwealth Campuses, 
strategically located throughout Pennsyl- 
vania to bring the University within com- 
muting range of virtually every person in 
the State. These campuses offer the first 
two years of the baccalaureate degree as 
well as terminal two-year programs in 
engineering and related technologies. 

The central campus at University Park, 
located in the heart of the Common- 
wealth, is devoting more and more of its 
efforts to third and fourth year under- 
graduate instruction and graduate work. 
The Capitol Campus near Harrisburg also 
offers third and fourth year undergradu- 
ate programs and graduate work at the 
master’s level. Other graduate centers are 
operated at King of Prussia and Erie. 

The newest unit in the University is 
the College of Medicine at the Milton S. 
Hershey Medical Center in Hershey. Made 
possible by a $50,000,000 allocation by the 
M. S. Hershey Foundation, the college 
accepted its third class in fall 1969. 

The University’s physical plant com- 
prises 14,724 acres of land and is valued 
at $258,000,000. 


Penn State’s President 


Dr. Eric A. Walker, who recently announced his plans 
to step down as president of The Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity “not later than July 1, 1970," became the Univer- 
sity’s 12th president on October 1, 1956. 


By the time of his planned retirement President Wal- 
ker will have served as president for 14 years, third longest 
tenure in the history of Penn State. 


During that time he has become one of Penn State's 
most enthusiastic fans and attends as many of the Nittany 
Lions’ athletic events as possible, 


In fact, he is devoted to the active physical life with 
vigorous exercise every day his schedule permits. Tennis, 
handball and squash are his favorite athletic diversions 
and he also enjoys hunting and fishing. All such activities 
help restore him physically and mentally from the burdens 
of his demanding task as Penn State president. 


Dr, Walker's tenure has brought profound growth and change to the University. 
From a primarily state institution of higher learning, it has grown in stature to the 
point that it is generally accorded a place among the top universities in the United 
States. 


OF the 120,000 students graduated by the University since it was chartered in 1855, 
more than 60,000 have received their degrees since Dr. Walker assumed the presidency 
in 1956. 


Dr. Walker was born in England and reared in Canada and the United States, 
attending high school in York County. He was graduated by Harvard in engineering 
in 1932 and received the Doctor of Science degree in 19385. He has been awarded a 
number of honorary degrees. 


He has served as professor and head of the department of electrical engineering 
at Tufts College and also at the University of Connecticut and was associate director 
of the Harvard Underwater Sound Laboratory prior to joining the Penn State faculty 
in 1945 as director of the Ordnance Research Laboratory and professor and head of 
the Department of Electrical Engineering. 


He served as dean of the College of Engineering and as vice-president prior to 
his appointment in 1956 as president of the University. 


He is a member of the Naval Research Advisory Committee and was chairman 
from 1963 to 1965. He was a member of the National Science Foundation Board from 
1960 to 1966 and was chairman from 1964 to 1966. He was president of the Engineers’ 
Joint Council in 1962 and 1963 and president of the American Society for Engineering 
Education in 1961. 


Among his awards are the Horatio Alger Award, the Navy’s Distinguished Civilian 
Service Medal, the Golden Omega of the Electrical Insulation Industry, the Lamme 


Award of the American Society for Engineering Education, and early in 1969 he was 
honored as a Benjamin Franklin Fellow of the Royal Society of Arts, London. 


He is president of the National Academy of Engineering, having been elected 
in 1966. 
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Edward M. Czekaj 


Director of Athletics 


When Ed Czekaj (pronounced CHECK-eye) moved 
into the athletic director’s job this past July 1, he brought 
16 years experience in athletic administration to the po- 
sition. 

Most of that experience was gained at Penn State 
under Ernest B. McCoy, the man who recommended that 
Czckaj move up to the top position at this time. 

As athletic director, Czekaj succeeds McCoy, Dean of 
the College of Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
and director of athletics since 1952. Czekaj’s promotion, 
in fact, was recommended by McCoy, who will continue 
to serve as dean of the college of health and physical edu- 
cation while assuming additional duties as director of the 
Sports Research Institute that has been established at 
Penn State. 

With McCoy approaching retirement age, he felt that the appointment of Czekaj 
at this time will assure a smooth transition of duties when that time comes. 

Czekaj, 47 years old and a 1948 Penn State graduate, had been associate athletic 
director since 1967 and business manager of athletics since 1957. He'll continue to 
serve as business manager. 

He joined the Penn State staff in 1953 as assistant graduate manager of athletics. 
In 1955 he became ticket manager and assistant business manager and in 1957 he was 
promoted to business manager. He was named associate athletic director July 1, 1967. 

He was on the athletic staff at The Johns Hopkins University from 1948 until 
1951 and was with the Marine Corps in Korea in 1951 and 1952, with the rank of 
captain. 

As an undergraduate, he played varsity football and basketball and was an end 
on the Nittany Lions’ unbeaten 1947 team which played in the Cotton Bowl, Jan. I, 
1948. He received a master of education degree from Penn State in 1954. 

Last January he was named “College Athletic Business Manager of the Year” by 
the College Athletic Business Managers Association meeting in Los Angeles. 

On the national level, he is a member of the College Athletic Business Managers 
Association (having served as president in 1965) and the National Association of Col- 
lege Athletic Directors. Active in the U.S. Intercollegiate Lacrosse Association, he has 
served as vice president, member of the long-range planning committee and chairman 
of the statistics committee of that group. 

He has been the meet director for NCAA gymnastics and wresling championships 
and in 1968 was cited by the NCAA wrestling rules committee for his outstanding 
direction of the national wrestling tournament. He also has directed Olympic trials 
in gymnastics and wrestling and annually serves as director of the Pennsylvania high 
school championship in track, golf, tennis, volleyball, rifle and cross-country. 

On the sectional level, he is a member of the Eastern College Athletic Conference 
(ECAC) awards and public relations committees, was a member of the 1968 Lambert 
Trophy selection committee and has directed Eastern championships in gymnastics and 
wrestling. 

A native of Mt. Pleasant, Pa., and a 1941 graduate of Ramsay High School where 
he played football and basketball, Czekaj is married to the former Virginia Gallup 
(Penn State ’48) of Port Allegheny. They have two children, Leanne, 14, and Randall, 
seven. 
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Ernest B. McCoy 


Dean of the College of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation 


This 1969 brochure salutes Ernie McCoy, who for the 
past 16 years as director of athletics at Penn State has 
been one of the leading national forces in intercollegiate 
athletics and the man under whose direction Penn State's 
athletic program experienced its greatest growth and suc- 
cess. 

McCoy stepped down as athletic director last July 1. 
Until his planned retirement next spring he will continue 
to serve Penn State as Dean of the College of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation while assuming addi- 
tional duties as director of the Sports Research Institute 
that has been established at the University. 

A past president of the Eastern College Athletic Conference and the Eastern Inter- 
collegiate Football Association, he is chairman of the ECAC Finance Committee. 

He is currently a member of the executive council of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association and is the immediate past secretary-treasurer of that body, a post 
generally regarded as the second highest elected position in the organization, He is a 
past member of the NCAA Council, past chairman of the NCAA eligibility, injuries, 
basketball and youth fitness committees and is a former NCAA vice president from 
District 2. 

A native of Pittsburgh, McCoy grew up in Detroit. He was graduated in 1929 
from the University of Michigan, where he later served as assistant director of athletics 
to H. O. (Fritz) Crisler and head basketball coach before coming to Penn State in 1952. 

Following graduate work at Columbia University, he served two years as athletic 
director and head coach at Montclair (N.J.) State College and six years (1934-40), as 
athletic director, teacher and coach of three sports at Montclair High School. 

He returned to Michigan in 1940 as assistant football coach and freshman baseball 
coach, left the University for naval service during World War II, and returned in 1946.

New names add interest and excitement — as well as an intersectional flavor — to 
Penn State football schedules of the future. 


Numbered among new opponents of the future — or if not new — opponents 
which the Lions haven’t met in many years — are Wisconsin, Iowa, Air Force, T.C.U. 
and Illinois. All except Wisconsin and Illinois are scheduled to appear in Beaver 
Stadium, Penn State’s home field. 


Looking at the schedules through 1973, here are some of the highlights: 

The Nittany Lions and Navy will open their seasons against one another for the 
next five years on a home-and-home basis. 

Pitt, for many years the home team in the long-time Lion-Panther rivalry, will play 
at Beaver Stadium in 1970 and 1972. 

In 1970 State will make its first appearance at Colorado and its first at Wisconsin 
since 1953. 

Army, Navy and Air Force all appear on the 1971 schedule, with Air Force and 
Army coming to Beaver Stadium on consecutive October weekends. 

Big Ten teams return to the schedule. In addition to the Wisconsin game in 1970, 
State travels to Iowa in 1971 and meets Iowa and Illinois back-to-back in 1972. 

And looking beyond the next five years, long-range schedules show the Lions with 
tentative dates against Nebraska, Wake Forest, Kentucky and Miami. 

Unaffected by the inauguration of new relationships — or the return of former 
foes to the schedules — will be such “regulars” as Syracuse, Pitt, West Virginia and 
Navy. They are permanent fixtures on future schedules. And becoming almost as 
“regular” are the likes of Army, Maryland and Boston College.

When making requests for working press credentials allow time for mailing. For 
late requests, tickets will be left with attendant at press gate immediately behind West 
stand of Beaver Stadium. If wire or telephone service is required, please make necessary 
arrangments through your Western Union or telephone office. 

WORKING PRESS: Admittance to the Beaver Stadium press box will be limited to 
the working press only. Press box passes are marked with row and seat numbers and 
assignments will be made upon receipt of request. Working space in the press box is 
at a premium, so in many cases admittance is limited to those papers actually covering 
for Sunday editions. 

RADIO: There are five permanent radio booths in Beaver Stadium and facilities to 
make several additional temporary ones when necessary. One permanent booth will 
always be occupied by the Penn State Football Network. Another of the remaining per- 
manent booths will be assigned to the visiting team’s official station. For comfort, an- 
nouncing crews should be limited to four persons plus one spotter for each team. 
Opponent stations should indicate when requesting credentials whether or not they will 
require a spotter for the Penn State team, 

TELEVISION: Penn State's “live” television appearances are designated by the 
N.C. A.A. Television Committee, and facilities will be assigned in accordance with 
N.C, A. A. approval. This year, the Nov. 29 game at North Carolina State will be 
televised nationally by ABC. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Press photographers will be assigned press box or side- 
line credentials, or both, depending on requirements. Field passes are normally limited 
to daily newspaper, wire service, and magazine photographers with one caption writer 
or messenger available to cach photographer. Field photographers must not stand in 
front of spectators nor pass in front of players’ benches and are not permitted to enter 
the stands except with special permission. The “press box photo” pass allows the 
photographer to work on the top of the press box roof, on the special photo platform ° 
immediately in front of the bottom of the press box, or in any of the enclosed areas of 
third deck of the press box specifically designated for photographers. The same rules 
apply to newsreel photographers. Camera crews making the coaching films for the 
opponent school will be limited to three persons.
